A SINGULAR CASE. 


Au Attempt to Sine n Man by Using the 
Illood of Ills Assiiilimt. 


[Georgetown (Col.) Miner. I 


Last week we mentioned briefly the 


cutting ot Frank Gray in the neck, by 
Thomas Korwin, Monday, JUDO 5. At 
the time wo penned the brief paragraph 
it was generally supposed that the 
wounded man would recover. 
The 


event, however, has proved that the 
affair was destined to t rmiouto in a 
tragedy that was not at first anticipated. 
The wounded man is dead and in his 
grave, and tlio murderer id safely looked 
up in jail. 


Last Sandny ni^ht 0 ray, who was 


sleeping in an upper room in tho Doyle 
House, was 'seized With a fit of cough- 
ing and a fourf'ul hemorrhage ensued. 
Ho was aloao at tha time, and started 
for tho door to give tho alarm and have 
the physician sent for. Tha blood 
spurted in 'torrents from the wound; 
and before Dr. Lemon could-reach him, 
nearly a gallon of blood, it is estimot- 
oil, had been pumped by the 
hoaft 


through the carotid artery 
The result 


was that he was left almost lifeless. 
During the day (Monday) ho was grad- 
ually sinking, and for the most part lay 
in a semi-unconscious state. Tho at- 
tending phyeioilm determined, as a last 
resort, to try tho effect of transfusing 
blood into his system , Ktrwin agreed 
to supply the blood, and shortly after 
dinner tho Dxpcr'iincnt was made, Dr. 
Lemon operating, nssinted by Doctors 
Todd and Van De Voort. We Were 
present during the operation, and are 
free to say that we wore surprised at 
the result. Tho poor fellow seemed id 
tho very grasp of death before tho ope- 
ration commenced. 
Wo could detect 


no pulsation whatever at tho wrist, and 
tho same decision was given by th« 
physicians; his hands and feet were 
eold and olaminy, like those of a corpse; 
the eyes had only a vacant stare, be- 
traying no intelligence ; and when' spo- 
ken to he appeared entirely unconscious 
of tho import of the words addressed 
to him 


Blood was drawn from Korffih's arm 


aid kept at the temperature of tho 
b)dy by immersing the bowl containing 
it in water, the tompcr&tuic of which 
was regulated by a thermometer. The 
flbrine or olot was then carefully re 
moved by Dr. Lemon, as incision was 
made in a vein oi tho right arm and 
tho blood forced into the incised rein 
through a small syringe. 
About four 


ounces of the blood drawn from Ker- 
win's arm were injected into Gray's, 
and in a short time the pulsa was quite 
perceptible, the extremities resumed 
their normal condition and became 
warm, consciousness returned, and nU 
though ho did not attempt to spoilt, ho 
evinced a knowledge of what waa said 
to him, and replied to questions ly 
manual signs. Tho strength given him 
by this accession of blood probably' 
prolonged his life Bonn hours, but about 
One o'clock Wednesday morning he 
breathed his last—another victory to 
deadly weapons in tho hands of pus-, 
sionato men.
